Exchange of Land Proposed 
In Greenbelt Fed. Park Plan

Following an announcement of plans for extensive new' facili¬ 
ties in Greenbelt Park (News Review , August 31), the U. S. De¬ 
partment of the Interior released a map showing the park 3 general 
development plan. One of the outstanding features of this plan 
is that it proposes by means of land exchange and acquisition, to 
consolidate federal parkland holdings- now split up by privately 
owned enclaves extending into the park. 


Two such enclaves exist in 
Greenbelt Park. The larger one 
is the 76-acre Jaeger tract, adja¬ 
cent to Kenilworth Ave., which 
juts northward and southward in¬ 
to the park. Thirty years ago, 
this tract had been slated for ac¬ 
quisition by the government along 
with the rest of the Greenbelt 
land purchase, bat through an er¬ 
ror, the appropriation bill listed its 
area as 56 acres. The owners con¬ 
tested this figure, and since Con¬ 
gress never approved a supplemen¬ 
tal appropriation, its acquisition 
was never accomplished. 

At present, 38 acres of the tract 
are zoned R-H (high rise) and 29 
are zoned for garden-type apart¬ 
ments, as was requested by its de¬ 
velopers in a 1963 re zoning petition. 
The board of county commissioners 
denied this controversial rezoning 
on November 5, 1963, following a 
2-2 tie vote; however, the case was 
appealed by the developer before 
Prince Georges Circuit Court, 
where on January 7 Judge William 
B. Bowie reversed the commission¬ 
ers’ decision and approved the re¬ 
zoning. Due to a technicality, this 
ruling was set aside and a new 
court hearing held on April 7, 1964, 
in which Judge Bowie again ruled 
in favor of the rezoning. The city 
of Greenbelt then appealed the 
case before the Maryland Court 
of Appeals, but the county com¬ 
missioners declined to join this 
appeal by the same 2-2 vole as 
before - and the court refused to 
rule on the matter, maintaining 
that the city did not constitute an 
aggreived party.” The zoning was 
approved allows for a potential de¬ 
velopment of 2500 dwelling units, 
but so far only one section of gar- 
den-type apartments - “Westches¬ 
ter Park" - has been constructed. 
Land Acquisition and Exchange 

The General Development Plan 
for Greenbelt Park proposes the 
acquisition of the two extreme sec¬ 
tions of the Jac*ger property - a 
600 ft. by 800 ft section reaching 
closest to the park’s center and 
an irregular wedge pointing into 
the park’s northern part. In ex¬ 
change, it is planned to give up two 
sections of parkland - a wedge be¬ 
tween the southern part of the 
Jaeger tract and Kenilworth Ave. 
and a rectangular area between its 
northern part and Greenbelt road, 
adjacent to the Kenilworth Aye. in¬ 
tersection. Both of these sections 
are surrounded on three sides by 
land not belonging to the park 
and thus have little potential for 
park use; as part of the apart¬ 
ment development, on the other, 
hand, they can greatly improve 
the residents’ access to highways. 

The other enclave is the 10-acre 
Camillo property adjacent to Good 
Luck Rd., close to the park’s sou¬ 
thern entrance, which is at present 
zoned R-R (rural residential). In 
past years, the county commission¬ 
ers have twice denied apartment 
zoning for this parcel - the last 
time, on August 24, 1966 - and the 
development plan calls for its ac¬ 
quisition as part of the park. Uu- 
timately, this land is to contain 
part of a proposed youth hostel 
complex, with three lodges having 
a combined capacity of 300 visitors. 

Details of the Proposed 
Development 

At present Greenbelt Park con¬ 
sists of 1100 acres, of which 810, 
partially developed, are on the wes¬ 
tern side of the Baltimore- Wash¬ 
ington Parkway and 240 acres, un¬ 
developed, are on the eastern side. 
According to the proposed plan, the 
eastern part and the northern end 
of the western part (roughly, that 
area now served by the loop of 
the existing park road) will be de¬ 
veloped for sports and recreation, 
while the major part of the land 
will be used for camping and rela¬ 
ted activities. Part of a culvert 
passing beneath the parkway, near 
the middle of the park, is to be 
converted into a pedestrian under- 
Oon*t on page 4

“I was pleased with the conduct 
of the young people. Their interest 
and enthusiasm in frank and open 
discussion with the council will 
certainly result in a more har¬ 
monious relationship between the 
younger citizens and the city of¬ 
ficials." 

The council has indicated that 
it will schedule a series of meet¬ 
ings with the younger citizens to 
work out a program whereby the 
youth in the city may contribute 
their talents to the betterment 
of the community. The council 
was impressed by the presentations 
made by the spokesmen for the 
youth, and is convinced that the 
great majority of those present will 
work with the city council. The 
council agreed to meet with the 
young people, on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 14, at 8:30 p.m.

APARTMENT SEGREGATION IN GREENBELT 

In August, the Rev. Alphonsus Smith, Rabbi Maurice Weisenberg. the Rev. Keith Johnson, and the 
Rev. Perry Smith, together with four other concerned local citizens, petitioned City Council to pass an 
ordinance to end the racial segregation that exists in all city apartments, save the Charlestowne Village 
group. 

This petition and draft ordinance called for the same sort of action by Council requested OVER A 
YEAR AGO by the Community Relations Advisory Board, under the leadership of Mr. Gerald

Reasons given by some for not immediately passing this ordinance are; we can achieve an end to this 
un-American policy of apartment operators through negotiation, voting for this regulation now might 
hurt the political future of certain Council members, and we should let the county deal with this problem 
through a county law they would enforce.

1. After a year of negotiation no apartments that originally practiced racial discrimination have beert 
observed to change their policy. 

2. None of the three challengers to the current Council members is a “backlash” candidate. 

3. We can not, in good faith, put a question on our coming ballot to show support for municipal govern¬ 
mental powers, and then turn around and ask the county to solve a very basic local problem for us.

pass and will connect the two sec¬ 
tions. 

In the northern end of the wes¬ 
tern section, across from the upper 
parking lot of the existing picnic 
grounds, a riding stable and cor¬ 
ral is planned. About six miles of 
bridle trail are projected, fol¬ 
lowing the circumference of the 
western section, with an east-west 
cross trail in the middle of the 
park. 

Other developments proposed for 
this part of the park - the closest 
one to Greenbelt’s center - include 
the expansion of the existing pic¬ 
nic area from 75 to 350 sites. On 
the highest part of this area, be¬ 
hind the existing park police sub¬ 
station, a pla 3 dield complex is to 
be constructed, including two soft¬ 
ball fields and four basketball 
courts, while to the west, adjacent 
to the land slated for exchange, 
will be several residences for park 
employees. 

Further south, a large day camp¬ 
ing area will be developed, with 
five shelters, 10 outdoor cooking 
areas and facilities for 400 visitors. 
The present campground, located 
further down towards Good Luck 
Rd,, will get 30 new campsites to 
augment the existing 178, in addi¬ 
tion to which three new camping 
areas are to be provided - a new 
family campground with 115 sites, 
a family trailer camping area hav¬ 
ing 110 sites (complete with utility 
hook-ups) and a group camping 
area. Near the entrance to the 
park will be a youth hostel with 
dormitories, dining hall and recrea¬ 
tion halls, as well as an amphithea¬ 
tre, a visitor information facility 
and ranger station, and such gen¬ 
eral campground facilities as camp 
store, showers and laundromat. 

In spite of the extensive develop¬ 
ment proposed for the western part 
of the park, large areas in it are 
to be left in their present wild 
state, in paticular the section ad¬ 
jacent to the stream bisecting the 
park from east to west. A network 
of hiking trails, totalling nine 
miles, is to be provided. 

The Eastern Section 

The largest part of the eastern 
section of the park - covering 150 
acres and extending to the Beltway 
interchange - is to be developed as 
an 18-hole golf course, a proposal 
which has also been raised in the 
original draft of the Area 13 Mas¬ 
ter Plan. A parkland strip about 
100-200 feet wide will border this 
land and will presumably be left 
forested, screening the golf course 
from view. This strip is also to be 
used by the 3-mile long bicycle 
trail proposed along the circumfer¬ 
ence of the eastern section. 

The golf course will be reached 
from Good Luck Rd. by a new en¬ 
trance and is to include a club¬ 
house and a restaurant. In addi¬ 
tion, this part of the park will 
contain a recreation center and a 
swimming center,' with a 500-car 
parking lot between them. 

In the recreation 1 center, the 
plans call for three softball fields, 
four basketball courts, eight tennis 
courts and 10 shuffleboard courts. 
For children there will be a fully 
equipped playground and a minia¬ 
ture railroad. Other projected fa¬ 
cilities of the center include a 36- 
hole miniature golf course and a 
bicycle rental shop.

Notice of Charter Amendment 

Amendment to the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland was 
adopted on August 14, 1967 by the City Council of Greenbelt. The title 
of the resolution, which is a fair summary of the amendment is as 
follows: 

Resolution Number 130 

Resolution of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Pursuant to the 
Authority of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 
13 of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as 
amended) Title “Corporation-Municipal”, Sub-title “Home Rule”, to 
amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, said Charter being Section 
40 of Article 17 of the Code of Public Local Laws of Maryland (1963 
Edition) and Containing in Whole or in Part the Charter of the City of 
Greenbelt, by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Section 
40-23, Title “Nominations” to Provide that a Petition for the Nomina¬ 
tion of an Elector for the Office of Council Shall be Signed by Not 
Fewer than 50 nor more than 60 Electors, and to Provide that the 
Provisions of Paragraph (b) Shall be Mandatory and Not Discretion¬ 
ary, and to Provide that Petitions be Filed with the City Clerk During 
Normal Business Hours, not Earlier than Sixty Days nor Later Than 
The Fifth Monday Preceding the Election, and to Provide that the 
City Clerk Shall Notify the Candidate Within Seven Days After the 
Filing of a Nomination Petition as to Whether Such Petition is in 
Compliance with Paragraph (a) and (b) of this Secton.
